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THE  SUMMER  SESSION,  1963 

The  Summer  Session  is  an  integral  part  of  the  university  year,  with  every  unit  represented 
in  the  summer  offerings.  All  courses  are  equivalent  to  those  offered  in  the  regular  year  in 
method,  content,  and  credit  and  enforce  the  same  prerequisites. 

The  courses  offered  in  the  two  terms  of  the  Summer  Session  are  chosen  from  the  broader 
offerings  of  the  regular  year  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  following: 

1.  Students  enrolled  during  the  regular  year,  and  transferring  students  who  wish  to 
accelerate  their  progress  toward  degrees  or  preprofessional  qualifications  or  to  make 
up  deficiencies. 

2.  Graduate  students  who  find  it  necessary  or  desirable  to  use  summer  periods  for  study. 

3.  Teachers  and  school  administrators  who  wish  to  complete  degree  requirements  or 
take  particular  courses  to  improve  their  professional  standing. 

4.  Transient  students  pursuing  degree  work  at  other  colleges  or  universities. 

5.  High  school  graduates  who  desire  to  begin  their  college  careers  at  once.  By  the  latter 
means  course  loads  during  the  regular  year  of  freshman  attendance  are  made  more 
manageable.

PROCEDURE  OF  REGISTRATION 

Pre-Registration  for  Current  and  Former  Students 
May  7-10,  1963 

Beginning  May  7  and  continuing  through  May  10,  registration  packets  for  current  stu- 
dents and  for  former  students  who  complete  re-admission  requirements  by  Monday,  April  22, 
may  be  obtained  at  the  Registrar's  Office.  A  former  student  who  does  not  apply  for  re- 
admission  hy  April  22,  or  any  student  who  is  on  scholastic  probation  may  not  obtain  his 
registration  material  until  the  date  and  hour  scheduled  for  his  registration.

Session  schedule.  Those  who  obtain  the  approval  of  their  advisers  will  proceed  immediately 
to  the  Card  Center  on  the  date  and  hour  scheduled  for  registration.

For  residents  of  Tennessee:    $7.50  per  semester  hour,  OR  $55.00  for  the  complete  two- 
term   session. 

(NOTE:  The  student  must  indicate  his  choice  of  payment  plan  at  the  time  of  his 
initial  summer  session  registration;  he  may  not  shift  from  one  plan  to  the 
other  after  his  initial  registration.  The  $55.00  fee  entitles  him  to  register 
for  a  maximum  of  14  semester  hours  in  two  terms;  NO  PART  OF  THIS 
FEE  IS  RETURNABLE*;  if  he  registers  for  less  than  the  maximum 
number  of  hours,  or  if  he  attends  for  only  one  term,  no  part  of  the  $55.00 
payment  will  be  refunded.  If  he  wishes  to  register  for  only  one  term  or  for 
less  than  8  semester  hours  for  two  terms,  it  will,  of  course,  be  to  his 
advantage  to  pay  at  the  rate  of  $7.50  per  semester  hour.) 
"*Unless  the  student  withdraws  within  the  refundable  period.

2.  Return  to  your  adviser  with  all  of  your  material  including  your  course  cards  and  class 
admission  cards.  Your  adviser  will  approve  your  official  registration  cards. 

3.  Go  to  your  Director  for  final  approval. 

4.  Go  to  the  Bursar  for  payment  of  fees  and  validation  of  your  class  admission  cards. 
NOTE:      No  student  will  be  admitted  to  the  card  center  before  the  hour  scheduled  for  his 

registration. 

RESIDENCE  APPROVAL — The  Dean  of  Women  must  approve  the  residence  of  all  women 
students.  Residence  approval  may  be  obtained  in  the  Dean  of  Women's  office  before  you  take 
your  packet  to  the  director  of  your  school  for  final  approval. 

VETERANS — After  you  have  paid  the  Bursar,  report  to  the  Office  of  Veterans'  Affairs  and 
file  your  schedule  with  Mr.  Leo  Davis. 

LATE  REGISTRATION  FEE — An  extra  fee  of  $1.00  will  be  charged  for  each  day  after  the 
first  day  classes  are  scheduled  to  meet. 

WITHDRAWAL :      Last  day  for  withdrawal  from  first  term — July  15 

Last  day  for  withdrawal  from  second  term — August  20 

(FOR  STUDENTS  WITH  AUTOMOBILES.)    If  you  plan  to  drive  an  automobile  on  the 

campus  you  must  register  it  in  the  office  of  the  Dean  of  Men    (Room   209,  Administration 

Building),  and  obtain  a  university  license.  Fines  will  be  assessed  against  any  unlicensed  auto- 
mobile parked  on  the  campus.  The  license  fee  is  $.50. 

CHANGE  OF  COURSE  AND  WITHDRAWAL  PROCEDURE 
TO  DROP  A  COURSE 

Step   1.    Get  your  change  of  course  application  from  your  adviser. 

Step  2.    After  your  adviser  has  approved  your  drop  application,   take  it  to  your  director  for 

his  approval. 
Step  3.    Take  it  to  your  teacher  who  will  return  your  admission  card  to  you. 
Step  4.    Take  the  admission  card  and  the  drop  slips  to  the  Recorder's  Office   (Room  206). 
Step  5.    The  recorder  will  keep  the  admission  card  and  sign  your  change-of-course  application. 
Step  6.    Take  the  remaining  copies  of  your  application  to  the  Bursar's  Office    (Room   208) 
where  the  drop  procedure  will  be  completed. 

TO  ADD  A  COURSE 
Follow  Steps  1  and  2  as  outlined  above. 
Step  3.    Pick  up  your  course  card.  Your  director  will  tell  you  where  it  may  be  procured  if  it  is 

available. 
Step  4.    Take  your  course  card  and  your  change-of-course  application  to  the  Recorder's  Office 

(Room  206). 
Step  5.    After  the  recorder  has  signed  your  change-of-course  application  take  your  card  and 

the  application  to  the  Bursar's  Office   (Room  208)   where  the  add  procedure  will  be 

completed. 

TO  WITHDRAW  FROM  ALL  COURSES 

A  student  may  withdraw  from  the  University  by  advising  the  Dean  in  person  or  in  writing. 
Failure  to  give  the  Dean  official  notice  of  withdrawal  will  result  in  a  grade  of  "F"  in  each 
course  for  which  the  student  is  registered.  Students  who  withdraw  after  the  drop  period  will 
have  their  courses  recorded  as  WP  (withdrawn  passing),  or  WF   (withdrawn  failing). 

PROBATION  AS  IT  RELATES  TO  THE  SUMMER  SESSION 
If  a  student  is  on  scholastic  probation  and  registers  for  one  term  of  the  Summer  Session 
|and  passes  50%   of  the  registered  load  with  a    1.5   average,   his   record  will  be  marked  "off 
[probation. "    Probationary   status  for  the   Summer   Session  will   be   determined   by  the   quality 
jratio  of  the  total  registered  load  whether  for  one  term  or  both  terms.

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ADMISSION  TO  THE  UNIVERSITY 

NEW  APPLICANTS 

New  applicants  for  admission  to  Memphis  State  University  must  clear  the  following  require- 
ments with  the  Registrar's  Office  (Room  204,  Administration  Building)  not  later  than 
May   18,   1963. 

1.  Complete  the  application  form  provided  by   the   Registrar's   Office. 

2.  Submit  a  satisfactory  transcript  of  credits. 

a.  BEGINNING    FRESHMEN    must    request    the    high    school    principal    to    mail    a 
transcript  of  credits  to  the  Registrar's  Office. 

b.  TRANSFER  STUDENTS  must  request  the  registrar  of  each  college  attended  to 

mail  a  transcript  of  credits  to  the  Registrar's  Office. 

NOTE:  A  transcript  is  not  necessary  for  a  student  who  plans  to  be  at  Memphis 
State  University  for  the  Summer  Session  only.  He  may  request  the  registrar  of 
the  last  college  attended  to  mail  a  statement  of  good  standing  to  the  Registrar's 
Office.   (If  a  statement  is  sent,  it  should  give  the  student's  classification.) 

3.  Pass  successfully  a  qualifying  examination.  (Required  only  of  beginning  freshmen 
and  permanent  transfer  students.)  A  letter  of  instruction  concerning  the  examination 
may  be  obtained  from  the  Registrar's  Office. 

4.  Submit  the  required  Health  Service  Record  Card.  (Required  only  of  beginning  fresh- 
men and  permanent  transfer  students.) 

FORMER  STUDENTS 

A  former  student  is  defined  as  ( 1 )  one  who  has  not  registered  at  Memphis  State  University 
during  the  Spring  Semester,  1963,  and/or  (2)  one  who  has  attended  another  college  since 
he  last  attended  Memphis  State.  Such  a  student,  in  order  to  qualify  for  re-admission,  must 
clear  the  following  requirements  with  the  Registrar's  Office  (Room  204,  Administration 
Building)   not  later  than  May  18,  1963. 

1.  Complete  the  application  form  for  re-admission  provided  by  the  Registrar's  Office. 

2.  Request  the  registrar  of  each  college  attended,  if  any,  to  mail  a  transcript  of  credits 
to  the  Registrar's  Office. 

After  the  new  applicant  or  the  former  student  has  completed  the  procedures  outlined  above, 
he  will  be  notified  of  his  status  by  the  Registrar's  Office;  if  he  is  accepted,  he  will  be 
issued  a  card  of  admission.  THIS  CARD  MUST  BE  PRESENTED  AT  THE  REGIS- 
TRAR'S OFFICE  AT  THE  TIME  REGISTRATION  PACKETS  ARE  OBTAINED. 
Failure  to  comply  with  admission  or  re-admission  procedures  will  delay  your  procurement 
of  registration  materials. 

CURRENT  STUDENTS 

Students  enrolled  at  Memphis  State  University  during  the  Spring  Semester,  1963,  will 
have  registration  materials  prepared  for  them  only  if  they  notify  the  Records  Office — Room
